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DETAILED ACTION 

The preliminary amendment dated 4/6/2005 has been entered. 

Drawings 

Figures 5, 6 and 22 each show multiple views. Each figure must only show a 
single view. Separate views must also be labeled and described separately. Similarly, 
the enlarged views of figures 8 and 9 must be labeled and described separately. See 37

Claim Objections 

Claims 42, 45 and 46 are objected to. Method claims cannot be dependent from 
apparatus claims. The claims can be rewritten as independent method claims reciting a 
method of using a downhole tool with the apparatus structure recited within the claim or 
cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 47 and 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Hayes et al. (US 5,458,209). Hayes et al. disclose downhole deflector 
comprising a cylinder having a window (10 in figure 7a) provided in a side thereof and 
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having a ramp (15 in figure 7b) defined on an interior surface for deflecting downhole 
equipment through the window, with a bore extending longitudinally though the deflector 
to allow passage of downhole equipment through the deflector without deflection by the 
ramp (passage exit seen at 58 in figure 7a), and wherein a portion of the bore located 
uphole and downhole of the ramp has a larger diameter than the remainder of the bore 
(portion of bore within deflector and above ramp is larger than portion below ramp and 
portion of bore below the deflector is larger than the portion of bore within the lower 
portion of deflector). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 33-41 , 43 and 44 are allowed.
